Street lighting for the South-
wood tract is a step closer to

| completion of petitions re-
questing the formation of a
street lighting district.

John Brady, chairman of the
lighting  committed for the
Southwood Homeowners'
Assn,, yesterday announced

more than 72 per cent of the
residents had signed the peti-
tions.

The signatures were obtain-
ed in accordance with the 1919
Streef Lighting Act which al-
lows homeowners to purchase
street lights on the install-
ment plan.

The association’s committee
sel up five captains and 45
block chairmen to circulate
the 50 petitions and secure 60
per cent of the homeowners
signatures before the deadline
last Tuesday.

The captains and their peti-
tion carriers, with a little less
than three weeks, canvassed
the entire Southwood area,
calling on 2700 homes. °

Captains reporting for the
five areas were William Del-
perdang, 72.5 per cent signa-
tures; Bob Fuhrmann, 73 per
cent; ¥, Austin Overholtz, 69.7
per cent; Lee Sechler, 83.5 per
cent; and Marvin Lambertz, 62
per cent.

The petitions now will be
submitted to the city council
for further action,

Stamp Cities
Report Less
Price Hikes

The finger of blame for ris-
ing food prices cannot be
pointed at trading stamps, a
study by marketing .\ experts
and the findings of the Bureau
of Labor Statistics Index indi-
cate.

The study by the marketing
experts turned up no evidence
that stores using trade stamps
charged higher prices than
non-stamp stores,

Statistics of the BLSE, show
that between December 1954
and December 1956, when food
prices for all U, 8, cities rose
1.8 per cent, the same prices
rose 2.8 per cent in five index
cities where markets did not
give stamps.

In 10 cities where 50 per
eent of the'stores gave stamps,
prices rose only 1.3 per cent,
and in three cities' where
stamp use was a practice in 75
per cent of the stores, prices
rose only 1.3 per cent,

“It seems reasonable to as-
sume that, for families living
in ‘stamp cities,” stamps have
helped contribute to a lower
cost of living,” the report said.
